To  the  Coalville  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  a report  respecting  the  health  and  sanitary 
condition  of  the  district  for  the  year  1905. 

To  facilitate  comparison  with  previous  years,  similar  tables  of  statistics  are  given  ; and  reference  to 
the  tables  appended  to  this  report  will  give  the  main  statistical  facts  pertaining  to  the  district  for  the  last  ten 
years. 

BIRTHS. 

During  the  year  1905,  530  births  were  registered,  compared  with  596  for  1904  and  623  for  1903 
These  consisted  of  269  males  and  261  females. 

This  gives  a birth-rate  of  31  per  1000  The  average  birth-rate  of  this  district  for  the  last  ten  years 
was  38.  It  is  thus  7 per  1000  less  than  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years  ; but  3 per  1000  higher  than 
the  general  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  (27 ’9). 

MOBTALITY  RATES. 

During  the  year  1905,  243  deaths  occurred,  as  compared  with  228  for  the  previous  year.  This 
gives  a death  rate  of  14 -4  per  1000. 

The  average  rate  for  the  last  ten  years  is  15 ’3  It  is  thus  somewhat  more  favourable  than  the 

average  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  following  table  gives  the  ward  population,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1905,  the  number  of 
deaths  and  death-rate  in  each  ward  for  the  whole  district

It  will  be  noted  that  the  death-rate  for  the  Whtiwick  ward  is  the  most  favourable,  viz: — 10  per 
1000  ; and  that  for  Hugglescote  the  least  favourable  17'3.  The  chief  reason  for  this  will  be  seen  to  be  in 
the  Infantile  Mortality.  Whilst  the  Whitwick  ward  has  been  exceptionally  free  from  Epidemic  Diarrhoea, 
Enteritis  and  whooping  Cough,  these  ailments  account  for  14  deaths  in  Hugglescote 

MORTALITY.

Of  the  total  of  243  deaths,  91  occurred  amongst  children  under  one  year,  as  compared  with  82  for 
1904,  and  with  85,  which  is  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

This  gives  an  Infantile  death-rate  of  171  per  1000  births  registered,  which  is  somewhat  higher  than 
the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years.  This  is  due  to  some  extent  to  the  diminution  in  the  birth-rate  above 
noted — the  Infantile  rate  being  reckoned  as  so  many  per  1000  births  registered. 

But  allowing  for  this  the  rate  is  still  very  high  On  examining  the  detailed  causes  of  death,  it  will 
be  seen  that  whooping  cough  caused  6 deaths  ; that  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  caused  21,  that  Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia  17  The  rate  is  also  increased  by  the  large  number  of  deaths — 17 — due  to  premature  birth. 

Of  the  91  deaths,  48  occurred  in  Coalville,  33  in  Hugglescote  and  10  in  Whitwick.

It  will  be  seen  that  130  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  amongst  children  under  5 years  of  age  : 91 
under  one  year  and  39  between  one  and  five  years  of  age.  The  chief  cause  of  this  latter  age  period  was 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  7 being  due  to  Bronchitis  and  4 to  Pneumonia. 

Fifty-one,  or  a little  over  one-fifth  of  the  total,  had  reached  the  age  of  05  and  upwards.

The  more  noticeable  features  of  Table  IV  are 

(a)  A total  of  48  deaths  due  to  zymotic  disease  : 26  in  Coalville,  16  in  Hugglescote  and  6 in 
Whitwick. 
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(b)  Sixteen  deaths  due  to  Tubercular  disease,  six  of  these  being  pulmonary  Tuberculosis — 

Phthisis  — and  ten  other  Tubercular  diseases,  the  former  occurring  at  the  following  age- 
periods.  1 between  15  and  25,  4 between  25  and  65,  1 at  upwards  of  65  years  of  age, 
whilst  the  “ other  Tubercular  diseases  ’’  were  4 under  one  year  of  age,  3 between  1 
and  5,  2 between  5 and  15  and  1 between  15  and  25. 

(c)  Forty  four  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  : 25  being  caused  by 

Bronchitis,  8 by  Pneumonia  and  one  by  Pleurisy. 

(d)  Thirteen  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart 

(e)  Seventeen  were  due  to  premature  birth.  It  is  difficult  to  ascribe  any  cause,  but  the 

number  appears  excessive 

(f)  Alcoholism  was  responsible  for  4 deaths  ; 3 in  Hugglescote  and  1 in  Whitwick. 

(g)  Three  were  due  to  accidental  injuries  : one  injuries  in  the  mine,  one  due  to  burns,  and  one 

case  of  drowning. 

ZTMOTIC  DISEASE. 

The  following  Table  (V)  gives  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  the  principal  zymotic  diseases  in  each 
'Ward,  with  the  death-rate  from  same  for  each  Ward  and  for  the  whole  district.

Forty-eight  deaths  were  thus  due  to  zymotic  disease,  which  gives  a zymotic  rate  of  2 '7 — a somewhat 
unfavourable  one  More  than  the  half  of  these  were  due  to  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis.  Whooping  cough,  as 
usual,  has  claimed  a large  share  of  victims — 9. 

Measles  caused  the  death  of  6,  and  diphtheria  of  4 children.  Two  deaths  each  were  ascribed  to  Croup 
and  Enteric  fever. 

A short  account,  follows  respecting  the  special  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  occurring  in  the 

district  in  1905. 


MEASLES. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  year.  Measles  were  prevalent  in  Coalville  ; and  five  deaths  occurred,  main- 
ly from  complications  of  Broncho-pneumonia  and  Bronchitis 

Daring  November  and  December  this  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  Whitwick  Ward.  Schools,  or 
■ certain  departments  of  schools  were  closed  ; but  this  had  no  appreciable  effect  in  arresting  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  The  disease  being  lightly  thought  of,  few  precautions  were  taken  by  the  parents,  and  isolation  even 
where  practicable  was  not  generally  practised. 

SCA_L^XJ^ATinST_A_. 

Twenty-nine  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  throughout  the  year ; 22  in  Coalville,  one  in  Hugglescote 
and  6 in  Whitwick.  Fortunately  there  was  no  fatal  case  The  29  cases  affected  only  15  houses.  Fourteen 
of  the  cases  were  thus  second  or  third  cases  in  the  same  family. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Seven  cases  were  notified  and  four  of  them  proved  fatal : 3 in  Whitwick  and  1 in  Hugglescote.  Anti- 
toxin, when  desired,  was  supplied  by  the  Council. 
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"vuielo  oduunto  conGH. 

As  mentioned  in  a previous  paTt  of  this  report,  whooping  cough  has  been  responsible  for  9 deaths, 
eight  in  Hugglescote  and  one  in  Coalville  Six  of  these  were  under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  remaining 
three  were  und  er  five.  It  was  most  prevalent  in  Hugglescote  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year.  Con- 
vulsions, Bronchitis  and  Broncho-pneumonia  were  the  most  common  complications. 

The  remark  made  with  reference  to  Measles,  may  be  applied  to  this  disease.  It  is  viewed  as  a some- 
what trivial  ailment,  and  its  long  duration — 6 or  8 weeks — makes  isolation  in  most  families  almost  imprac- 
ticable. But  it  steadily  maintains  its  reputation  as  a dangerous  infectious  disease. 

ENTERIC  FEYER. 

This  disease  proved  the  epidemic  of  the  year  ; 39  cases  being  reported 

Thirty-two  were  in  Whitwick,  4 in  Coalville  and  3 in  Hugglescote.  The  Whitwick  cases  were  most- 
ly confined  to  Green  Lane  and  its  immediate  neighbourhood,  and  most  of  the  Green  Lane  cases  occurred  in 
Morris’  Row — a row  of  houses  that  has  been  affected  with  Enteric  fever  for  several  years.  And  this  fact  was 
probably  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  of  last  year.  The  water  supply  was  from  surface  wells,  and  considering 
the  disposal  of  the  infectious  discharges  of  previous  cases,  and  the  badly  constructed  wells,  and  the  levels 
favourable  to  their  contamination,  it  is  not  difficult  to  understand  how  the  neighbouring  wells  would  become 
polluted  with  the  special  typhoid  intection.  The  outbreak  occurred  about  a fortnight  after  a deluge  of  rain, 
which  bad  been  proceeded  by  a drought  of  some  seven  or  eight  weeks 

Fortunately  the  public  water  supply  was  available.  The  local  surface  wells  were  closed,  and  the 
supply  from  the  Council  mains  was  laid  on.  The  .epidemic  quickly  subsided,  and  most  of  the  subsequent 
cases  were  “ contact’’  ones.  It  was  of  a mild  type,  and  only  one  case  proved  fatal.  Twelve  of  the  most 
necessitous  cases  were  removed  to  the  Iron  Hospital  in  Hugglescote  Ward 

From  the  large  number  of  previous  cases — for  it  was  almost  endemic  in  that  row—  occurring  in  Green 
Lane,  and  being  nursed  at  home,  there  is  probably  an  amount  of  infectious  material  about  the  Green  Lane 
district,  that  will  make  the  surface  wells  there  dangerous  for  drinking  pux-poses.  It  would  be  well  therefore 
for  the  residents  of  that  locality  to  stop  using  the  water  for  even  ordinary  cleansing  purposes  Otherwise 
under  certain  climatic  conditions — say  a long  drought  with  subsequent  heavy  rain-fall — a repetition  of  the 
outbreak  may  be  expected. 

The  milk  supply  was  carefully  enquired  into  ; but  did  not  appear  to  play  any  part  in  the  epidemic 

IDI^LRIRjETCR]  A.  ^LJSTJD  ENTERITIS. 

Closely  akin  to  Enteric  fever  in  their  causation  and  mode  of  propagation, these  diseases  have  been  only 
too  prevalent  throughout  the  district ; 25  deaths  having  been  ascribed  to  this  cause.  Fourteen  of  these 
were  of  a type  that  may  be  described  as  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  and  11  were  due  to  Gastro-enteritis  and 
Gastric  catarrh.  The  latter  were  in  most  cases  fairly  attributed  to  improper  feeding  of  children  The 
former  occurred  mostly  in  yards,  which  had  become  foul,  or  where  drains  were  offensive  from  want  of  flush- 
ing ; in  short  where  the  surroundings  were  such  as  to  pollute  the  soil  and  air  and  set  up  putrifactive  changes- 
Subsequent  cases  appeared  to  contract  the  disease— Summer  Diarrhoea  — in  the  same  way  as  Enteric  fever 
may  be  contracted. 

In  some  of  the  cases,  after  the  subsidence  of  the  bowel  symptoms,  a condition  of  “ continued  fever  ” 
set  in,  lasting  from  four  to  ten  days,  sometimes  approximating  the  typhoid  type. 

TUBERCULAR  DISEASE. 

Sixteen  deaths  were  caused  during  1905  by  Tubercular  disease.  Six  of  these  were  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis— Phthisis—;  three  in  Coalville  and  three  in  Hugglescote,  and  occurred  exclusively  amongst  those 
over  15.  The  other  Tubercular  diseases,  affecting  the  meninges,  the  intestines  and  internal  organs,  and  the 
lymphatics,  were  amongst  the  very  young  ; four  of  them  amongst  infants  under  one  year,  and  three  in  child- 
ren between  the  ages  of  one  and  five 

The  Council  offer  to  disinfect  after  a death  has  occurred  from  Phthisis. 

I have  pleasure  in  further  reporting  that  the  Council  has  decided  in  favour  of  \ oluntary  Notification 
of  Phthisis ; and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  something  in  consequence  may  be  done  to  arrest  the  spread  of  this 
disease,  by  instructions  as  to  the  disposal  of  sputum  etc  , and  the  general  management  of  the  case  so  as  to 
minimize  the  risk  of  spreading  the  disease  to  others.

The  house  accommodation  throughout  the  district  continues  satisfactory  ; and  there  are  intances  of 
; increased  accommodation,  and  improved  surroundings,  in  a fair  proportion  of  the  older  houses. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  Whitwick  and  Snibstone  portions  of  the  sewerage  scheme  have  been  completed,  and  satisfactory 
! progress  has  been  made  in  connecting  house  drains  therewith 

WATER  STXDPZPXRy. 

The  public  supply  is  now  available  throughout  the  district  ; but  thus  far  it  is  only  very  partially  taken 
advantage  of.  Where  cases  of  infectious  disease  occur,  or  where  nuisances  are  present  from  want  of  an 
adequate  supply,  efforts  are  made  to  induce  property  owners  to  connect  their  houses  with  the  mains.  As 
far  as  the  new  houses  are  concerned,  the  public  supply  is  used. 

SCAVETTGITTG. 

Reference  to  the  Inspector’s  tabulated  summary  of  work,  which  is  appended,  will  show  the  large 
amount  of  attention  this  subject  has  received. 

DAIRIES  <Sc  ZMULIECSIEXOJPS  OIRIDIEIR,. 

The  importance  of  adopting  this  Order  has  been  frequently  dealt  with  in  my  annual  report  I would 
again  very  respectfully  advise  the  adoption  of  this  Order,  as  it  strengthens  the  hands  of  the  Council  in 
checking  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

Complaints  are  still  occasionally  heard  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  offal  and  liquid  refuse  from 
these  houses  ; but  on  the  whole  they  are  more  regularly  cleansed,  and  such  work  kept  within  the  prescribed 

hours. 


OOnVLIMIOISr  HOZDGKETsTG-  HOUSES, 

These  are  in  a fairly  satisfactory  sanitary  condition.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been  reported 
as  occurring  therein  during  1905. 

ISOLATIOH  HOSPITAL. 

For  the  first  time  since  its  erection,  this  hospital  has  been  used,  Twelve  cases  of  Enteric  fever  were 
treated  there  in  Sept.  Oct  and  Nov.  Several  useful  additions  have  been  made  and  it  can  now  be  comfort- 
ably used  in  case  of  emergency. 

From  its  small  size,  only  one  ward,— it  is  only  possible  to  take  very  necessitous  cases  there  ; and  I 
would  respectfully  suggest  a careful  selection,  otherwise  it  will  be  found  full,  when  some  really  necessitous 
case  arises. 

To  attempt  to  treat  all  the  Enteric  cases,  would  require  much  extension  of  the  present  hospital,  and 
as  it  to  be  hoped  that  a more  suitable,  commodious  and  permanent  hospital  may  be  erected  before  long,  it 
would  be  undesirable  to  incur  much  expenditure  on  a temporary  structure, 

I may  say  that  the  provision  of  a Steam  Disinfector  would  be  a great  advantage ; and  this  might  be 
so  placed  as  to  form  part  of  the  permanent  structure. 

Sulphur  dioxide  is  used  for  fumigation.  Formic  Aldehyde  for  spraying,  &c.,  deserves  a trial  For 
disinfecting  the  discharges  of  Enteric  cases,  for  soaking  clothes,  &c.,  in  connection  with  cases  of  Scarlatina 
or  Diphtheria,  perchloride  of  mercury  is  employed. 
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FACTORY  & WORKSHOP  ACT  (1901). 

I have  to  report  considerable  progress  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  Measures  have  been 
taken  to  secure  improved  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  workpeople  at  several  of  the  workshops. 

The  Register  of  Workshops  and  Workplaces  is  now  complete  ; and  supervision  of  same  thereby  made 
easier  and  more  efficient. 

Home  Work  — During  1905  there  has  been  no  case  of  infectious  disease,  or  any  case  of  overcrowding 
in  any  house  where  “ Home  Work  ” has  been  carried  on. 

Outworkers’  Lists. — These  have  been  added  to  during  the  year  But  this  is  a very  variable  quantity 
in  this  district,  as  a good  many  of  the  outworkers  are  only  such  for  a short  time  while  “ out  of  employment  ” 
as  far  as  their  main  calling  is  concerned. 

Bakehouses  — Some  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  several  of  these.  Generally  speaking 
the  requirements  under  the  Act,  in  all  the  more  important  bakehouses  are  complied  with

COMHVCODSr  LOIDG-IISrGb  HOUSES, 

The  three  Common  Lodging  Houses  at  Whitwick  have  been  maintained  in  a satistactory  state.  Only 
two  midnight  inspections  have  been  made  this  year  instead  of  the  four  usually  made.  This  is  owing  to  the 
possibility  of  any  overcrowding  having  largely  decreased.  Day  inspections  have  been  made  every  month  as 
usual.  The  usual  half-yearly  limewashing  of  the  bouses  has  been  duly  enforced.  The  number  of  persons 
accommodated  during  1905  was  14,822,  the  figures  for  1904  being  18,739,  and  those  for  1903  22,972.  There 
has  been  no  case  of  sickness  nor  any  cases  of  infectious  disease  at  any  of  the  houses. 

SC-A_^v7"HlISr  G-rllST  Gr. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  has  received  the  usual  careful  attention. 

The  Council  have  removed  with  their  own  team  labour  1210  loads  of  nightsoil  as  against  1320  loads 
in  1904,  1362  loads  in  1903,  960  loads  in  1902,  and  530  in  1901.  As  usual  in  about  half  the  cases  where 
the  Council  have  made  requirements  in  respect  of  the  removal  of  nightsoil  and  house  refuse  the  persons 
responsible  have  preferred  to  make  arrangements  for  the  Council  to  do  the  work  upon  the  system  now  satis- 
factorily established.  Owing  to  this  system  the  Scavenging  Question  has  ceased  to  become  a feature  cf  un- 
satisfactory comment  for  several  years  past. 

Most  of  the  refuse  and  nightsoil  removed  by  tbe  Council  is  still  disposed  of  upon  agricultural  land 
some  of  the  dry  ash  being  however  separated  and  carted  to  a suitable  tip 

Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  typoid  fever  in  the  Green  Lane  and  neighbouring  portion  of  the  district  very 
particular  attention  was  devoted  to  the  scavenging  within  the  area  of  the  outbreak.  The  nightsoil  and  refuse 
was  sterilized  as  well  as  possible  under  the  circumstances  and  was  removed  at  frequent  intervals,  being  then 
treated  with  a plentiful  supply  of  lime  on  a separate  site  and  afterwards  dug  or  ploughed  into  agricultural 
land. 


HsTEECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

With  reference  to  Infectious  Diseases  generally,  the  supply  of  disinfectants  and  fumigation  of  premises 
has  been  dealt  with  as  usual.  The  condition  of  each  property  has  been  noted  and  reports  as  to  the  same 
duly  made  as  required. 
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Fumigation  of  premises  after  fatal  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  still  carried  out  unless  great  opposition  is 
shewn.  Four  houses  have  received  careful  attention  in  this  respect  during  the  year. 

WATER  STTPPLT. 

After  many  unforeseen  delays,  the  Council’s  New  Water  Supply  became  available  for  full  use  at  the 
commencement  of  July  last.  Since  that  time  notices  have  been  served  upon  owners  of  220  properties  upon 
which  no  supply  existed,  and  further  notices  have  been  served  upon  owners  of  173  properties  where  the 
supply  was  inadequate,  of  suspicious  quality,  or  proved  to  be  bad  by  analysis  At  present  there  are  966 
houses,  representing  118  properties,  taking  their  supply  from  the  Council’s  mains.  The  water  has  been 
analysed  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically  several  times  by  independent  analysts,  and  excellent  reports 
have  been  given  in  every  case.  The  Council  have  given  instructions  for  at  least  two  analyses  to  be  made 
each  year. 

HOTJSE 

The  completion  of  the  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  Whitwick  and  Snibstone  portions  of  the  District 
rendered  steps  necessary  to  deal  with  a great  number  of  house  drains  which  were  known  to  be  in  a defective 
condition  Fortunately  but  little  representation  was  necessary  in  a number  of  cases  Nevertheless  it  was 
found  necessary  to  serve  115  notices  of  either  the  Statutory  or  informal  character.  129  systems  of  new  house 
drains  to  properties  were  altogether  laid,  and  the  representation  respecting  the  same  and  the  supervision  of 
the  work  executed  entailed  great  pressure  during  the  summer  months  upon  this  department 

FACTORY  & WORKSHOP  ACT  (1901). 

The  Workshops  upon  the  Register  have  been  inspected  as  usual  and  kept  in  a cleanly  and  satisfactory 
state;  They  are  circularised  at  intervals  with  respect  to  the  proper  and  satisfactory  maintenance  of  the 
Sanitary  Conveniences  and  as  regards  Limewashing  and  Cleansing,  and  are  afterwards  inspected  and  the 
actual  conditions  noted.  An  attempt  is  made  to  get  all  Workshops  of  the  same  class  to  lime  wash  at  the 
same  time.  The  Council  have  been  active  this  year  in  the  supervision  of  the  Bakehouses  in  the  District 
and  considerable  requirements  and  recommendations  have  been  made.
